at Lakewood, New Jersey.

was not unexpected, 
as he had been

south.

suddenly from hemorrhage of the lungs. 
On the day he died, itis said,

seized him and brought about the 
end.

A new great regis- 


ter is now being prepared by the- county 
clerk. 
He is required to ask 
of each 


applicant to what political party he owes 
allegance. 
This is not a matter 
of 


curiosty on his part, it is part of his 
official duty. 
The voter is not absolute- 


ly required to answer, but if he fails to 
do so he cannot vote at a party primary. 
Ifthe individual declines to state on the 
plea that it is none of the officera's-busi- 
ness, 
he is simply registered 
as de- 


clining to state his 
party 
affiliation, 


with the result that he 
is barred 
from 


taking any part in a party primary. 
We 


desire to impress this matter upon 
the 


attention of republicans. 
It is 
by all 


means advisable for them to register 
as 


republicans, and thereby preserve 
their 


rights

Conditions 
U n d e r Which 
W at er A c­ 
t u a l l y F l o w s Upward. 
"W ater see k s its level" is an e x ­ 
pression h e a rd so frequently as to bo 
almost trite, a n d yet the law has its 
exceptions. 
T h e re are conditions u n ­ 
der which 
w a te r actually flows up­ 
ward and rises above its source. 
If a 
glass tube be dipped into w ater Ihe 
column inside will bo above the level 
of the su rro u n d in g surface. .Moreover, 
if a tube of h a lf tho diam eter be su b ­ 
stituted the colum n doubles its height. 
The w ater cre e p s along the inside of 
the tube, o w in g to the adhesion, and 
forms a c ap sh ap ed depression at the 
top. 
An exp lanation is not difficult. 
II 
can be proved m athem atically that if 
the d iam eter o f a circle he diminished 
one-half the circum ference is also re­ 
duced to th a t extent, while the area is 
one-fourth o f its form er value. 
The 
circum ference of the column of w ater 
beiug 
reduced 
one-half, its contact 
with tile glass, and hence the adhesive 
force, is also dim inished to th a t extent, 
while the cro ss section, and hence tfr- 
weight, is decreased to a fourth of 
w hat it w as before. Therefore the sec­ 
ond column c a n be twice the height of 
the first w ith o u t exceeding the lifting 
power. 
R em arkable as the underlying prin­ 
ciples of th is phenom enon undoubtedly 
are. nature m a d e use of them long be­ 
fore man m a d e their discovery. 
Every 
tree and flow er adds its testimony. 
The core of a tre e or plant, instead of 
being a single open channel, consists 
of a spongelike substance containing 
many 
m in ia tu re 
tunnels, 
through 
which th e s a p and moisture collected 
by the roots flow upw ard in small riv­ 
ulets. 
rising 
higher and 
higher in 
sheer defiance of tho great law of 
gravity.—St. Louis Republic.

The 
iniiJow-larx 
is 
a well-known 
bird occurring from 
the Atlantic coast 
to the grent plains, w h e re it gives way 
to a closely related sub-species, 
which 
extends thence westward to the 
Pacific. 
The latter is known as the Western 
meadow-lark. 
This bird is almost wholly beneficial 
and in most localities its vulue is 
ap 
preciated and laws have been 
made for 
its protection. 
Professor 
F. 
E. 
L. 
Real, of 
the 
bureau of biological survey, U. 
S. 
de­ 
partment of agriculture, has, in a bul­ 
letin issued by that department, given 
very complete data regarding the food 
habits and economic value of the mea­ 
dow lark. 
In 238 stom achs examined, 
animal 
food 
(practically all 
insects) 
constitute 73 per cent of the contents. 
The insects are mainly ground species, 
such as beetles, bugs, grasshoppers and 
caterpillars, with a few flies, wasps and 
spiders, 
Of the various insects eaten, crickets 
and grasshoppers are the most impor­ 
tant, constituting 29 
per cent of the 
year's food, and (19 per cent of the food 
in August. 
More than two-thirds of the 
238 stomachs collected 
contained the 
remains of grasshoppers and one was 
Hlied with fragments 
of 37 of these 
insects. 
This seem s 
to 
show 
that 
grasshoppers are preferred, and are eaten 
whenever they can be procured. 
About 14 per cent of the food consists 
of harmful ground beetles, 
and cater­ 
pillars constitute a very constant source 
of supply, 
“ May is the 
month when 
the dreaded cut-worm begins its deadly 
c a reer," 
says professor 
B eal: 
“ and 
then the meadow-lark does some of its 
best w o rk ." 
Over 28 per cent of the 
whole food consists of caterpillars when 
these destructive w orm s are at work. 
Most of these caterpillars are ground 
feeders, 
and are overlooked by birds 
which habitually frequent trees; but the 
meadow-lark finds 
them 
and devours 
them by thousands. 
T he vegetable food 
consists chiefly of the seeds of weeds. 
No sprouting grain w as found in any 


stomach examined by M r Beal, and he 
adds that more than half the bird’s food 
consists of harmful insects, most of the 
vegetable noxious weeds, 
and that the 
bird 
is entitled to all possible pro­ 
tection. 
The record of the food of the niea- 
dov.-lark is unusually full and complete 
ahd results prove beyond all reasonable 
doubt that this bird is 
of extraordinary 
economic value. 
“ C onsidering the data 
with reference to the 
interest 
of the 
farm and gard en," 
w rites 
professor 
i-'orbes, “ we must a d m it the probable 
em inent usefulness of this bird. 
Its 
great destruction of grasshoppers and of 
cut-worms and caterpillars and the ab­ 
sence of all depredations worthy of con­ 
sideration are strong indication of valu­ 
able service rendered, 
with unusually 
few drawbacks. 
11 su perv ises our grass 
lands much more closely than the blue­ 
bird or robin, and should be carefully 
protected at all times. 
Twenty-nine meadow-larks studied by 
professor King of W isconsin had eaten 
tiger-beetles. 
May 
beetles, 
ground 
beetles, 
nineteen 
grasshoppers 
and 
many caterpillars. 
Examinations of thirty specimens by 
Dr. Merriam showed 
that Lthese birds 
had eaten 25 caterpillars, 
57 
grass­ 
hoppers, and more than 
80 
beetles. 
Eight 
N'ebraska-larks 
had 
eaten 
21 
locusts as well as locusts' 
eggs and 
other insects. 
“ The farmer cannot afford," 
writes 
Dr. S. D. Judd, long connected with the 
U. S. 
department of agriculture, 
"to 
dispense with the service of the mea­ 
dow-lark, 
for 
it 
busies ‘ itself 
all 
sum m er 
eating 
grasshoppers 
and 
noxious insects, 
and 
when 
autumn 
comes, varies its d iet with rag-weed, 
pigeongrass and other w eed s." 
There is no doubt 
but the western 
meadow-lark is an im portant cheek on 
the deoredatious of the small 
green 
caterpillars which in som e seasons in 
California do serious damage to vine­ 
yards, gardens and alfalfa fields, and 
were these birds fullv and prooerly pro­ 
tected until they could have opportunity 
,to increase in sufficient numbers, there 
is little douht but these 
exceedingly 
destructive worms would no longer give 
the farmers trouble. 
In one vineyard of 1,000 acres in San 
Bernardino county, m ore than half the 
crop was destroyed in one year by these 
worms, and hundreds of dollars 
ex­ 
pended by the owners in fighting them. 
And it is a well-established fact that the 
Italian laborers in th is vineyard shoot 
the meadow-larks regularly for food, and 
have done so for several years in suc­ 
cession, and the present non-game bird 
law in California is insufficient to stop 
them. 
Both Oregon and W ashington ure pro­ 
tecting the meadow-lark absolutely and 
have been doing so for several 
years. 
The farmers of these states to the north 
of us set great value upon its services, 
as do also»such C alifornia farmers as 
have given deserved attention to the food 
habits of these birds and observed f their 
splendid control, 
w hen 
properly 
pro­ 
tected, of worms capable of destroying a 
crop almost in a duy. 
Ten dollars a bird would be a low es­ 
timate of the value of every meadow- 
lark to the ul ful fa grower, to 
whom the 


worm 
above referred to some 
years 
causes enormous los3, and any 
farmer, 
no m atter what mav be the nature of his 
crops, w h o permits the m ea dow -lark 
t> 
he shot on his property, 
is sim plv 
in 
viting his most voracious enem ies to 
come ir. and destroy at will. 
There is no 
doubt but 
investig itio.i 
of the economic value of the meadow- 
lark, 
when completed in th is 
state, 
will show tiiat this bird is of in e sti­ 
mable value to all branches of agricul­ 
ture and horticulture; and that, 
where 
undisturbed, it almost entirely controls 
the dreaded Fuller’s rose beetle, 
the 
greatest enemy the strawherrv-growers 
of C alifornia have to combat, 
and one 
that can be controlled only by b ird s that 
seek th e ir food on the ground. 
The meadow-lark is now protected in 
more than forty states of the union, and 
laving aside the beauty and splendid 
song and everv other matter of sentim ent 
connected with this 
bird, 
its 
great 
benefit to man, proven over and over by 
the best authorities who have studied 
its habits aud 
life 
history, 
should 
secure for it our friendship and interest, 
and its absolute protection by th e state.

Value of Birds. 


B irds are nature's check on 
insect 
life. 
By controlling the 
increase of 
certain insects they prevent th e des­ 
truction of plant life, and w ithout plant 
life,anim al life—including that of m an— 
would he impossible upon the earth. 
Each species of bird has its s p e d el 
office. 
One cares for the leaves 
and 
twigs of the tr e e s ; another guards ttie 
trunk end limbs from attack; still others 
hunt upon the ground, 
seeking their 
prey beneath the fallen leaves and loose 
soil. 
Tiic stomach of one "B o b W h ite " 
quail has been found to contain more 
than 100 potato beetles. 
A nother had 
eaten 500 cinch hugs 
Ninety of the 
destructive 
cotton-boll 
w eavils 
were 
found in the stomachs of three 
meadow 
larks. 
A single robin 
had eaten 
175 
caterpillars. 
A 
chickadee 
has 
been 
known to eat 5,000 eggs of the canker 
worm in one day. 
A barn swallow will 
destroy more than a thousand 
flies and 
other w inged insects every tw enty-four 
hours. 
A 
pair of chipping sparrows 
were observed to carry to th e ir young 
more 
than 200 insects, 
mostly cater­ 
pillars, in less than one day. 
A night 
hawk will consume hundreds of 
in ­ 
jurious 
insects, 
including 
m osquitos 
and moths, in one evening continuing 
the beneficial work long after th e day- 
flying birds have ceased their w ork and 
gone to sleep. 
A pair of nesting orioles 
wili 
destroy thousands of th e 
small 
green caterpillars that are so destructive 
to the foliage of deciduous fru it trees 
some years in California. 
T he 
farmer 
who k ills one of these birds tak es the 
life of one of his very best 
friends, 
Fifty per cent of the food of the red- 
shafted Nicker consists of ants, 3,000 of 
these having been taken from th e crop 
of a single bird. 
The black 
phoebe 
destroycs 
vast numbers of Hies and 
anats 
that 
annov horses and cattle. 
Food is brought to the young of these 
birds every two or three m inutes. 
In C alifornia the black-headed 
gros­ 
beak, the robin and the orioles 
search 
out and feed upon the pupae of the cod­ 
ling moth. 
The valley partridge 
when 
induced to visit grounds infested 
with 
the F u ller’s rose beetle, will soon exter­ 
minate that destructive intruder. 
The 
tiny 
C alifornia 
bushtit is of 
untold 
benefit in destroying eggs, g ru b s and 
insects injurious to trees. 
In 
the crop 
of one mourning dove were found morn 
than 7,0(JU seeds of harmful 
weeds. 
If 
birds take some of the farm ers’ fruits 
and garden crops it is because they 
have no other vegetables food provided 
for them . 
When we have learned to 
count them into our families, and 
pro­ 
vide som ething for their sustenance 
in 
return for the good they do us, 
as we 
provide 
for our domestic fowls, 
we 
shall find the birds do little harm to our 
gardens. 
No man has thy moral 
right 
to sw eep the land clean of the natural 
food of birds and then deny thgm a bit 
of h is fruit and a few of his scattered 
grains. 
Mr Forbush lias u record of a p air of 
grosbeaks 
having fed their nestlings 
with m ore than eight hundred larvae of 
caterpillars in eleven hours. 
The 
num ber 
of insect sp ecies 
is 
greater far then that of the species of all 
other living creatures combined. 
Dr. 
Lintuer considered 
it not im probable 
that there were a million species. 
| P rofessor Harvey found five hundred 
mosquitoes in a nighthawk’s stomach, 


and Professor Real found 
two hundred 
and seventeen fall 
web worms in the 
stomach of a yellow-billed cuckoo. 
Mr A. K. K irkiand has computed that 
the unrestricted increase of the gvpsy 
moth would be so great that the progency 
of one pair would be numerous enough 
in eight years to devour all the foliage 
in the United States, 
A pair of nesting w rens were noted by 
an 
observer to 
take 
more than six 
hundred insects from his garden per 
day. 
Dr Judd made a record of a pair 
of house wrens carrying one hundred 
and eleven 
insects to their young in 
four hours. 
Certain moths deposit hundreds of 
eggs in a season, and were each egg to 
hatch 
and 
each 
insect to come to 
maturity and go on producing young at 
the same rate, the entire earth in a few 
years would be carpeted with crawling 
caterpillars, 
and the 
mflths in flight 
would cover the earth like a blanket of 
fog. —Forbush, 
Dr. Marlatt, basing his estimate on 
the value of farm products given in the 
reports of the Rureau of Statistics of 
the 
United 
States Department 
of 
agriculture for 1004, gives the loss from 
insect 
depredations for that year as 
seven hundred and 
ninety-five million 
dollars; and this is supposed to be a 
conservative estim ate of the tax now 
imposed by 
in ju rio u s 
insects on 
the 
people of the U nited States. 
Many cases have neen recorded where 
the destruction of birds has been fol­ 
lowed by an im m ediate increase in 
the 
number 
of 
in ju rio u s 
insects, and an 
attendant loss of practically all orchard 
and garden crops. 
The greatest losses 
from the ravages of the Rocky mountain 
locust were coincident with or followed 
soon after the destruction by the 
people 
of blackbirds, p rairie chickens, 
quail, 
plover, curlew and other birds. 
Vast damage is done every year in 
some sections of C alifornia, 
especially 
to vineyards and alfalfa Helds, 
by cut 
worms and army worms, which are the 
larvae of noctuid m oths, and investiga­ 
tion will show that in every 
locality 
where this destruction occurs, meadow- 
larks, robins and other ground-feeding 
birds ( 
) £ it:c h ou 
the worms in 
the larvae state du ring the winter or at 
the time they becom e active in 
the 
spring), have been eith er shot, poisoned 
or driven off. 
Every meadow-lark is 
worth ten dollars a year to a farmer in 
the control of this worm alone. 
Professor Beal, during field work in 
California, has 
fuund that fifty-seven 
species of birds feed on scale insects, 
twenty-nine of w hich destroy the black 
scale, one of the two most destructive 
scale insects in th e United States and 
one that causes the orange growers more 
expense to combat than all other insects 
cmbine. 
Among these are the 
ruby 
crowned 
kinglet, 
the bush 
tit, 
the 
Audubon warbler and the hlack-headcd 
grosbeak, 
four 
of our common and 
widely distributed 
species. 
No doubt 
many foot-hill 
orchards, 
where these 
birds 
have 
protection, 
■ are 
kept 
practically free from the black scale in 
this way, and the expense of spraying cr 
fumigating thus saved the grower.

CARAVAN BREADMAKINU. 


Afghan* Uae Cobblestones, Whits T u r ­ 


comans Like Sand. 
The bread of the Afghan caravan 
was cooked by heating small round 
cobblestones in the lire and then pok­ 
ing them out and wrapping dough an 
inch thick about them. The balls thus 
formed were again thrown Into the 
Are, to be poked out again when cook­ 
ed. T he bread tasted well there In the 
desert, although In civilized commonl- 
ties the grit and ashes would have 
seemed unendurable. 
After good fellowship had been es­ 
tablished the Afghans actually sold us 
some flour, says a writer in the Na­ 
tional 
Geographical Magazine. 
The 
camp where we used It a little later 
hnp|>ened to bo beside the sandy bed 
of a trickling-salt stream, which was 
drinkable In winter, blit absolutely un­ 
usable In summer, when evaporation 
is at Its height and the salt Is concen­ 
trated. 
"See," said one of our Turcomans 
as we dismounted: "hern Is some Band. 
Tonight 
we can 
have 
some 
good 
bread." 
When some dry twigs had been g ath ­ 
ered he proceeded to smooth off’ a bit 
of the cleanest sand and bnllt upon It 
a hot fire. 
When the sand was thor­ 
oughly hot he raked off most of the 
coals and smoothed the sand very neat­ 
ly. 
Meanwhile one of the other men 
had made two large sheets of dough 
about tbree-quurterB of an tncti thick 
and eighteen Inches in diameter. 
Be­ 
tween these he placed a layer of lumps 
of sheep's tail fat. maklug a huge 
round sandwich. This was now spread 
on the hot sand, coals mixed with sand 
were placed completely over It. and It 
was left to bake. 
Now and then an 
edge w as uncovered, and a Turcoman 
smelled It appreciatively and rapped 
on It to see if It was yet cooked. 
When the top was thoroughly baked 
the bread was turned over and covered 
up again. 
It tasted even baiter than 
the Afghan bread after it was cooled 
a little and the sand and ashes had 
been whisked off with a girdle. 
The 
Turcom ans are so accustomed to life 
in the sandy desert that they think It 
impossible to make the host kind of 
bread without sand, while th e Af­ 
ghans. who live in the stony moun­ 
tains. think that cobblestones are a 
requisite.

Dense S tu p id ity and Am using B lu n d ers 
of the Natives.

Nichols 
for felinous assault upon a girl under 
legal age named Pearl Hamm in Jackson 
valley, was commenced in the superior 
court Monday morning. 
The prosecu­ 
tion was represented by district nttornev 
V icini, and A. Caminetti, the latter be­ 
ing specially employed bv the relatives 
o f the girl to assist the prosecution. The 
defendant 
was represented 
by W. 
J. 
McGee. E. P. Duden of Sacramento was 
the official reporter. 
An entire day was 
taken up in getting the jury. 
The fol­ 
lowing were finally accepted and sworn 
to try the case.

J. 
Bastían, 
Charles 
Currier, 
Geo. 
E. 
Vela, 
E. 
F. 
Bryant, W. 
White, 
E. 
Botto, Wm. Pbnry sr., John F. 
Wharff, 
Thomas H. Bolitho, John W.

A. Cavagnaro. 
The defense made a motion 
that the 
prosecution declare itself as to which 
offense it proposes to prosecute—the one 
of May 26, 1909, or that of September 
in the same year, the testimony at the 
preliminary 
examination 
referred 
to 
both but the indictment was 
based on 
that of May 2(5. 
The court held that the 
prosecution must confine itself to the 
one act of May 2(5. 
As the question 
might come up in another form during 
the trial, it was agreed by the attorneys 
that notice would be given to each other. 
Mrs Florentina Hamm, mother of the 
prosecuting witness, testified that her 
daughter 
Pearl 
was 14 years and 4 
months old on the 2(ith of Mav, 1909. 
At 
that time defendant came to her house 
and asked that the daughter be allowed 
to go and help during harvest 
time. 
Defendant is an uncle of the prosecuting 
witness by marriage. 
Both parties live 
in Jackson valley, 
the ranches being 
two or three miles apart. 
She went to 
defendant’s place to assist in cooking on 
May 26 and returned on Saturday, 
May 
29. 
Witness had known defendant for 
over 
10 years 
always 
friendly 
and 
frequently visited each other. 


On Tuesday the complaining witness, 
Pearl Hamm was placed on the stand. 
She is a child in appearance, 
and 
does 
not look more than 15 years 
of age. 
Under cross-examinatioh she 
became 
somewhat mixed up, 
but on the whole 
told her terrible story in a straightfor­ 
ward and consistent way. 
She related 
that the crime was committed by vio­ 
lence on the part of the defendant, 
that 
she resisted his attentions, 
but 
was 
powerless to prevent the 
accomlplsh- 
ment of his purpose. 
Her 
testimony 
occupied 
Tuesday 
until 
Wednesday 
afternoon. 
She did not 
inform 
her 
parents of the matter, 
until 
October, 
about five months 
after 
the 
crime. 
Letters alleged to be addressed to the 
parties 
were 
the means 
of arousing 
suspicion. 
A letter was given to her by 
defendant which she took nome 
and 
showed to her mother on the 26th of 
September. 
She told her mother of what 
occured because of letter, which tended 
to put the biame upon an innocent man. 
The complainant related that she was 
shown a letter by defendant, 
and made 
a copy from memory. 
The copy was not 
allowed to be read. 
The ex h ibites were 
introduced 
as 
such. 
Certain known 
signatures 
and 
writing of defendant 
were 
introduced, 
but 
the 
court 
would not permit the introduction ot 
expert testimony to connect the defend­ 
ant with the writing of the letters, 
as 
being too remote, and not bearing upon 
the alleged crime. 
This ruling was a 
setback to the prosecution. 
The case 
then 
rested 
almost 
solely upon the 
testimony of the prosecuting witness. 
Roy Miller testified to having received 
the 
letter maked “ B” 
through 
the 
Ritchey post office about July 
13, 
and 
showed the same to Hamm on the 4th 
or 5th of October. 


Tite two anovmous letters are as fol­ 
lows : 
People’s Exhibti. No. 2

Drs. Endicott and Sprague testified as 
to a professional examinaion o f the com­ 
plainant made in November last. 
E. Andrews was called, 
and testified 
concerning the door of the apartment in 
wt ich the complaining 
witness slept 
w hile ut Nichols place. 
She said she 
locked the door. 
He 
swore 
that the 
door could not be locked and 
that the 
catch would not operate. 
The 
identical 
dour was produced, and identified by 
him, he having placed a distinguishing 
mark thereon on the 12th of January of 


this yeur. 
A 
large number of w itnesses were 
brought from lone and testified to the 
good churactcr of the defendant prior to 
the 25th of 
Alav last. 
The taking of 
is not yet finished. 
The defendant was 
placed on the stand this morning, and is 
still being examined. 
This is the 
last 
witness for the defense. 
The case is 


not likely to get to the jury before Mon­ 
day or Tuesday. 


Opinion is divided on the merits 
of 
this case, which is a peculiar one in 
several 
ways. 
Whichever theory 
is 
taken, 
involves hard propositions. 
The 
theory of the defendant is that it is of n 
retaliatory 
nature. 
The 
defendant 
married a sister of 
Hamm—the 
father 
of the complainant. 
They separated at 
the initiative of the defendant, and have 
since been divored. 
The sentinent of 
the community upheld the defendant's 
conduct during that domestic trouble. 
The court room has been filled 
with 
listeners 
throughout the trial of the 
case. 
Necessarily a large part of the 
testimony was such as to attract 
the 
morbidly 
curious. 
Minors were not 
permitted in the court room. 
Some are 
inclined to think that such cases should 
he tried without the admission of the 
general pubilc. 
This would be a radical 
departure from the established custom 
of public criminals trials, 
and 
it is 
doubtful whether it would after all be 
any improvement 
ujnn the 
existing 
method.

That the Sun, Planets and All Matter 
Were Once a Vast Mass of Incan­ 
descent Qas All Jumbled Together In 
an Enormous Chaotic Cloud. 
Kvur.vImxI.v has heard thi* phrase. the 
hebilla hypothesis, hut wlint Is ItV 
in ¡i tew words this Is the meaning 
of "Hebilla bypoOiegU:'' That the sun. 
tile planets and all that Is In them 
were at one time III the inconceivably 
remote past a vast mass of chaotic, iu- 
candescent gas all jumbled together in 
an enormous nebula, or cloud. 
To begin with, the first conception 
that science has dared to make, how­ 
ever. takes us one step further back 
Wit In>u t mentioning the origin of mat­ 
ter Itself science conceives that In the 
beginning all matter was uniformly 
distributed throughout space — that 
there were no stars, no planets, no 
satellites, hut that all spa. *• was tilled 
with tlie* matter we now have divided 
tip into very line particles some dis­ 
tance apart. The consistency of such 
material was perforce very thin in­ 
deed. much more rarefied than the 
highest vacuum we can obtain now by 
air pumps. 
From this state to the 
nebulous state the theory has n miss­ 
ing link, one that can only lie satisfied 
by supposing divine conimaud. for It 
assumes, iu the words of Professor 
Tmld. that "gradually centers of at­ 
traction formed and these centers pull­ 
ed in toward themselves other parti­ 
cles. As a result of the Inward fall­ 
ing of matter toward these centers, the 
collision of its particles and their fric­ 
tion upon each other the material 
masses grew hotter and hotter. Nebu­ 
lae seeming to (ill the entire heavens 
were formed—luminous lire mist, like 
the flinty objects still seen in the sky. 
though vaster mid exceedingly numer­ 
ous.” 
This process is supposed to 
Have gone on for countless ages, faster 
in some regions than in others. Many 
million nebulae were formed and set in 
rotation a round their own axes. This 
iaappily can lie explained by science. 
Whenever particles are attracted to­ 
ward a center and are kept from fall­ 
ing directly lo iliis center a whirlpool 
is formed, rotating in one direction. 
An example of this. I hough humble 
and not exactly analogous, is the rota­ 
tion of water in a basin whet) the stop­ 
per is pulled our of die bottom. Gravi­ 
ty attracts the water immediately 
above the hole, which starts flowing 
out. thus leaving a space to he filled. 
The rest of the water rushes in from 
all sides to do this, and the whirlpool 
is the result. 
Now each of these whirling nebulae 
became exceedingly hot. and each 
formed what is known as a star or 
suu. our sMii being one. The earth 
.md other planets had not then cotne 
into separate existence, of course, as 
it is supposed that they were thrown 
off later from the sun. 
Our sun iu Its nebulous form and ro­ 
tating swiftly on its axis gradually 
flattened at its poles on account of 
centrifugal morion. This phenomenon 
Is entirely familiar to those who have 
seen it Inill of clay on a potter’s wheel 
gradually flatten. The motion was so 
swift and the mass so nebulous that 
the sun to be took the shape of a disk 
As time went on the outer part be­ 
came cool and somewhat rigid, while 
the inner part emit ¡lined its cooling 
and contracting. Thus the inner part 
drew away from the outer, leaving a 
ring of matter whirling around on the 
outside. Tills breaking off of the ring 
is supposed to lie hastened by the in­ 
ability of the outside to keep up the 
swift motion of the central mass, both 
on account of tin* slight cohesion and 
of the centrifugal force. But this par­ 
ticular part of the argument lias noth­ 
ing to stand on if the first law of r.io- 
tiou is true. 
Iu the successive stages of the sun’s 
contraction this process was repeated 
over a-nd over again, until several 
rings were whirling around the central 
orb. They would necessarily be in 
the same plane. Now. these rings, not 
being uniform in mass or thickness, 
would each gradually accumulate to­ 
ward the densest portion until they, 
too, would form a ball which would 
subsequently flatten, and if the sub­ 
stance continued nebulous and the ball 
was large enough they would also 
slough rings. 
Of course the rings the sun discard­ 
ed have become the planets, which, as 
required by the theory, are all very 
nearly in the same plane. The rings 
that the planets formed have become 
moons or satellites. So we lire driven 
to conclude that our sun at one time 
filled all the space from tils present 
position to the furthest planet in the 
solar system. 
. 
From tliis theory there Is another 
thing that we have to believe, and that 
Is that every star In the heavens has 
gone through this same process and 
has a family of planets sailing around 
it. just as our suu has. It would lie 
impossible to see these planets, of 
course, for it Is impossible to see a 
star, even with the greatest telescope, 
except as a mere point of light. 
As regards the proving of this neb­ 
ula hypothesis, of course it cannot be 
done. Hilt everything points to its ac­ 
curacy. Mnu.v nebulae are seen even 
b o w among the stars that seem to be 
going through the delayed process of 
world forming. Around one of the 
planets of our own solar system. Sat­ 
urn. are three rings, which are proba­ 
bly destined In time to become moons, 
pi the opinion of some scholars.—A. T. 
Hodge in New York Tribune. 


A N A T U R A L WONDER. 
The Devil’s Race Couree In the Blue 
Ridge Mountains. 
"The nine IJHlge mountains abound 
In natural wonders," observed an old 
resident of Penmnr. "Most wonderful 
of them nil, In my opinion, Is the Dev­ 
il's Itnce Course, which Is but n short 
wnlk from Penmnr. 
"At first view tills strange natural 
phenomenon appears like a broad 
roadway of great stones which ex­ 
tends away up the mountain In a path 
no human Imnd could ever build. 
Many of these great stones weigh 
tons, while others are only a few hun­ 
dredweight. Dying close together by 
the thousand, they present an extraor­ 
dinary spectacle. 
"Tradition has It and scientists agree 
that n thousand or more years ago 
this strange track was the bed of an 
undent river. The conclusion is drawn 
from the looks of the stones. They 
are all well rounded and worn smooth, 
showing the action of water, which 
lind polished their rough edges no 
doubt for centuries. 
“But the mystery Is if this theory be 
true to explain how the great body of 
water was confined at the sides, for 
the course is not hemmed in by high 
banks, nor Is it located in n ravine. 
In fact, it stands somewhat higher 
than Hie natural side of the mountain. 
The puzzle only Intensifies interest in 
the queer place and multiplies the ar­ 
guments and theories of its prehistoric 
origin.”—Baltimore American.

SPECULATING ON 
MARGIN. 
American and English Ways of Doing 
It Are Very Different. 
In America a speculator's capita: 
(with an exception to he noted bclowi 
is necessarily at least the size of his 
margin In Ids broker's hands, though 
It is to lie feared that In only too many 
Instances It Is just this and nothing 
inore. 
On the London Stock Exchange an­ 
other method prevails which, says 
Moody’s Magazine. It Is probable tins 
done more in the long ago past to give 
stock speculation Its laid name than 
all the episodes of an unsavory nature 
which have ever occurred on Ameri­ 
can exchanges. Ill London after the 
Inevitable Introduction to n broker the 
new customer gives Ids order, hut 
makes no deposit at all. 
The broker is supposed to learn 
something of his new client's menus 
add how far he should be allowed to 
commit himself. Twice a month the 
English have what they call their set­ 
tlement days. A customer long of n 
stock whose commitment has gone 
somewhat against him is then required 
to pay the differences, as they are 
called, between Ids purchase price and 
the current quotation. 
He must also pay a charge called a 
contango for bolding the settlepient 
over Into the next fortnightly period 
if he does not wish to close the com­ 
mitment. As a consequence of this 
way of doing business a speculator 
may be trading on a few points mar­ 
gin in reality or. in fact, on no margin 
at all. He may be utterly penniless 
without the broker knowing it. 
That tliis method works out with 
fewer losses in England than it would 
do here is due to the fact that the 
social ami economic strata to which an 
Englishman belongs are much easier 
to determine man the corresponding 
facts among us, and also that an intro­ 
duction menus more there than here, 
as the introducer Is regarded ns to a 
certain extent responsible morally for 
the business deportment of his friend. 
It is worth while observing (and this 
is the exception referred to nbovei 
that in certain instances the methods 
pursued in American stock exchange 
houses are the same as those obtaining 
In London. Little as the l'act is known, 
it is not an «infrequent custom for very 
wealthy speculators to have no fixed 
margin or even no margin at all with 
their brokers. 
If a man of this sort loses on a com­ 
mitment he sends his broker a check 
for tile loss. If lie wins his brokers 
remit to hint for his gains. The bro­ 
ker dislikes to offend a very powerful 
client by troubling him for funds, and 
hence takes risks with his account 
which he would not dream of taking 
with the account ot smaller men. in­ 
stances of this sort sometimes become 
public in cases where the broker is 
forced into bankruptcy, whether owing 
to this cause or not. 


Could Do For Herself. 
She was a very delightful but a very 
aged lady—over ninety—and her friends 
and relatives and even chance ac­ 
quaintances, drawn by her exquisite 
personality, all did her homage and.

Voting In Spain.

Male adults of legal age and un­ 
der seventy, with Ihe exception of 
priests, notaries and judges, are re­ 
quired to vote in municipal elections. 
Failure to cast a ballot is punishable 
by having one's name published as 
censure for neglect, by having taxes 
increased 2 per cent, by suffering a 
deduction of 1 per cent ill salary if 
employed in the public service and for 
the second offense the loss of right to 
hold elective or appointive office.

Amador County 
Descriptive Article 


Amador county comprises an area of 
548 square miles. It lies on the wes­ 
tern slope of Sierra Nevada mountains, 
nndemnraces within its territory all 
the diversity of valley, foothill,’ and 
high mountainous lands. 
Climate.—The climate of the popu­ 
lous portions of the county is as genial 
and healthful asean be found anywhere 
in California. As climate is one of the 
most valuable assets of this favored 
state in attracting population, Amador 
stands second to no county in this re­ 
gard. It should, and no doubt wilt in 
time, when its cilmatic advantages are 
more thoroughly understood and ap­ 
preciated, become a health resort not 
only for those in less favored states, 
hut for the residents of other parts of 
California. The temperature alone the 
central portion rarely falls below 30 
degrees above zero in winter, and as 
rarely rises to 100 degrees in the sum­ 
mer. Snow seldom falls in the settled 
districts, and never remains on the 
ground for more than a few hours. Of 
oui-se, In the high mountain regions 
of eastern Amador the snowfall is very 
heavy—which Is characteristic of the 
entire Sierra Nevada range. The sum­ 
mer season is alway accompanied with 
cool nights; permitting of sound, re­ 
freshing slumber. Fogs are rare, cy­ 
clones are unknown, thunderstorms nre 
infrequent. 
Gold Mining.—The county, although 
rich in other sources of wealth, com­ 
paratively untouched, is noted prin­ 
cipally for her quartz mines. 
The 
deepest gold mines in America nre lo­ 
cated here. The Kennedy mine Is now 
taking gold in liberal quantities from 
quartz extracted from a depth of over 
3000 feet below tho surface, with every 
indication that tho pay-ore extends to 
a much greater depth. Since the dis­ 
covery of gold, the county has contrib­ 
uted fully $100,000000 to the world’s 
supply of the precious metal. 
The 
mines are still yielding at the rate of 
about two million dollars annually. 
Nearly all of this wealth is produced by 
eight or ten mines operating on what 
is called the "mother lode.” stretching 
clear across the county in a north-east­ 
erly direction a distance of twenty 
miles. The mines aggregate between 
400 aud 500 stamps, and furnish em­ 
ployment for over 1000 miners. This 
industry is still in its infancy. The 
unexplored territory, even along the 
main gold belt, is far in excess of the 
ground that has actually been worked 
or prospected. The county offers to­ 
day one of the moot inviting fields to 
be found anywhere in the world for the 
investment of capital in the fascinating 
business of gold mining, not alone along 
the mother lode, but also in the almost 
untouched mineralized country ot the 
east belt, some tenor twelve miles from 
the main lode. 
Besides gold, wo have copper, de 
nosits of pottery, coal, 'inurbe, slate, 
limestone, granite, ahd soapstone or 
tale—all undeveloped. 
Agricultural Capabilities.—The agri­ 
cultural possibilities equal, if not excel, 
the mineral riches. The valley lands 
will produce anything that can be 
grown in the most favored sections. 
In tho foothill lands all kinds of decid­ 
uous fruits thrive: also all kinds of 
vegetable are raised where irrigation 
is practicable along the numerous vfrater 
courses. Further up in the mountains, 
at an altitude of 2000 to 2500 feet, the 
soil is admirably adapted for apples 
and potatoes. A ready market for 
many times the quantity now raised of 
these commodities can bo found in the 
various mining towns. 
Grape culture and winemaking are 
becoming important industries, both 
tho grapes and wine commanding a 
better price than the product of tho 
lowland. 
Land is cheap compared with other 
California lawAs. Improved farms may 
bo secured for one-fourth tho price 
current iu some places. Unimproved 
lands can be had from $5 to $10 per 
acre. It does not require a fortune to 
buy a small ranch. There is room for 
a largo addition to our agrioulural pop­ 
ulation . Vast tracts now devoted to 
cattle ranges might bo mado the homes 
of hundreds of prosperous farmers. 
Amador has a population of less than 
12000. Three fourths of this is concen­ 
trated in a strip of three miles above 
and below the mineral belt. 
Juekson, the county seat, has about 
2500 inhabitants, and isan incorporated 
city ot the sixth class. Other towns 
are Sutter Creek, Amador City, Dry 
town, Plymouth. Volcano, Pine Grove 
and Oleta. loueCityis the metropolis 
of tho valley sectiou, a thriviug town 
of 1000 inhabitants. 
The community is law abiding. Edu­ 
cational facilities are excellent. 
A 
school house is within easy roach of 
nearly every family. There is one high 
school, located at lone. 
The assessment roll for 1000 is $5.— 
800,703, and the tax rate for both sluto 
and county purposes $2 on the $100. 
The Southern Pacific has a brunch 
railroad running to lone. From this 
point tho lone und Eastern railroad ex­ 
tends 14 miles furiher to the miuing| 
section. 
Tho various religious denominations 
and fraternal organizations are wel 
represented.
